1918 that The Lancaster was, perhaps, 
the most famous, and certainly the 
most successful heavy bomber used by 
the R.A.F. in the Second World War. 
The last of the four-engined types of 
the war, it was, by 1944, superior to 
all rivals, emerging from the Man- 
chester III, maiden flight, 9th Jan- 
uary, 1941, via the first production 
Lancaster L7527, which first flew 
31st October, 1941. 

Total Lancaster production, in- 
cluding 430 built in Canada, was 
7,377 and we should be ashamed that 
only two are preserved by the Royal 
Air Force, the famous Mk. I serial 
R5868 ‘OL-Q’ of 83 Sqdn. at Scamp- 
ton which was also ‘PO-S+ of 467 
(R.A.A.F.) Sqdn. 

A total of 137 ‘Ops.’ are claimed 
for this machine, its first on 8th July, 
1942, its last 23rd April, 1945; a 
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Nose of famous Lancaster on exhibi- 

tion at the Imperial War Museum, Lon- 

don, provides the student with excel- 

lent opportunity for study of crew 

positions, while C. V. McCann‘’s model 

nearby illustrates the structure’ in 
graphic manner.

Arrival of KB976 at McCall Field, Cal- 
gary, Alberta, Canada, provided the 
opportunity of photographing two Mk. X 
aircraft at one place! Aircraft on pylon 
is FM136 maintained with special 
weatherproof paint by City Corporation. 


D.S.O. and three D.F.Cs plus an un- 
known number of D.F.Ms and other 
awards were credited to Queenie and 
Sugar and the nose is decorated with 
Goering’s boast that no allied bom- 
ber would attack the Third Reich. 

The other R.A.F. machine — des- 
tined for Hendon if, as seems likely, 
the Scampton relic cannot be moved 
—is Waddington’s PRI PA474, now 
painted as ‘K M—B’ of 44 (Rhodesia) 
Sqdn. in honour of the late Wing 
Cmdr. J. D. Nettleton, VC, though 
actually a former 82 Sqdn. photo- 
survey machine, afterwards flown by 
Flight Refuelling, then College of 
Aeronautics for the Handley Page 
laminar-flow observations. It is the 
most frequently flown of the Lan- 
casters and we hope it will continue 
to fly until needed at Hendon. 

At present standing out at the war- 
time Alpheton airfield near Laven- 
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ham, Suffolk, is the Mk. VII (180 of 
which were built by Austin Motors) 
originally NX611, then WU-15 of 
the French Aeronavale in Pacific use 
until a group of enthusiasts organized 
its flight from Australia to Biggin Hill 
for the Historic Aircraft Preserva- 
tion Society. It became G—ASXX, 
was later painted ‘HA-—P’, linked with 
Guy Gibson, VC, and is now be- 
lieved to have changed to Grp. Capt. 
Leonard Cheshire, VC, associations.

donors or purchasers of war bonds 
value £A100 (eighty pounds sterling) 
were given a flight! If we’d kept a few 
I know some who’d pay this today 
for a Lancaster flight, to help the 
R.A.F. Museum Appeal! 

Over now to New Zealand where, 
at Auckland’s Museum of Transport 
& Technology, Western Springs, is 
another Mk. VII, serial NX665, and 
held in 38 MU Storage until sold to 
Aeronavale where it became WU-13, 
flying from 1951 to 1964 until pre- 
sented from New Caledonia as a 
memorial to ‘Kiwis’ of Bomber 
Command, including major com- 
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ponents of NX666 or WU-05 to get 
it to Auckland. It is now ND752 
‘AA-O’ of 75 (New Zealand) Sqdn., 
R.A.F. on the starboard side, ‘“SR—V’ 
PB457 of 101 Sqdn., R.A.F. on port. 
Both serials were lost over Germany 
and the markings chosen because 
they were not ‘famous’ aircraft, but 
typical Bomber Command _ Lan- 
casters. 

Remembering that Canada only 
built 430 Lancasters, let us take off 
our hats and salute no less than TEN 
preserved examples. Taking them

alphabetically in province order, we 
start at McCall Field, Calgary, 
Alberta, where there are two speci- 
mens, one, alas, somewhat affected 
by the weather, the B.X. serial 
FM136, on a pylon, painted as 
‘VN-_-N’ of 50 Sadn., R.A.F., because 
that happened to be the most 
photographed wartime Lancaster at 
one period and this example was 
repainted from an Air Ministry 
photo. Flown into McCall Field for 
the ill-fated Air Museum of yester- 
year, the second B./MR.X. KB976, 
flown post-war by Nos. 405/408 
Sqdns., R.C.A.F., made what was 
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claimed to be the last Lancaster 
flight in Canada, 4th July, 1964. A 
new group, known as ‘The Lancaster 
Club’ are said to have purchased this 
example and hope to fly it again as 
‘CF-AMC’, after which it will be 
integrated into the second-generation 
museum. Also in Alberta, at Nanton, 
by the roadside, stands FM159, built 
by Victory Aircraft, Canada, flown 
to England May 1945, stored at 32 
M.U. and flown back to Canada

The latest addition, the Suzuki 125c.c. 
—a two cylinder, water cooled two 
stroke of outstanding performance — 
is no exception, and with Protar’s 
‘usual’ features of working front and 
rear suspension, fuel pipes, control 
cables etc., etc., it is sure to add to 
this firm’s fast growing success. 

The kit is supplied with the pieces 
(amazingly over one hundred) moul- 
ded in five basic colours, including 
chrome, and if assembled as directed 
in the multi-lingual instructions 
(clear, albeit a little ‘quaint’ at times) 
a pleasing model will result — but 
a little extra effort can reward the 
builder with a more realistic, and 
accurate machine. 





The Protar range of plastic motor- 
cycle kits, designed by ex-racing 
motorcyclist Tarquinio  Provini 
although relatively recent in their 
introduction, have already reached 
a wide acceptance, both by modellers 
and motor cycle enthusiasts. Part 
of the popularity of these 1/9th 
scale replicas is due no doubt to the 
selection of the subjects — all historic 
or epoch making in some way or 
another, with names such as the 7°39 
Gilera Supercharged 500, the Guzzi 
500 with four in-line cylinders, the 
Honda 250 six, and probably the 
most famous of all, at least to British 
hearts, the legendary Manx Norton. 





Above, semi-completed unit shows the 
incorrectly mounted exhaust pipes 
which are widely splayed, but in the 
picture at left, they have been suit- 
abiy modified. Fairing mounting lugs 
are still fitted, but are more easily re- 
moved at an earlier stage. 


The crankcases, complete with 
clutch assembly, were joined followed 
by the cylinder block as per instruc- 
tions, but it was discovered that the 
fits were rather poor, necessitating 
an application of ‘customising’ putty 
along the seams, and to level up 
the underside of the crankcases. 
When dry this was sanded down, 
using fine wet/dry paper to obtain a 
smooth finish but not to obliterate 
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the vertical joint line between the 
casings —the full size is ‘split’ in 
the same manner! 

The Suzuki utilises magnesium 
castings — a material with a difficult 
colour to describe, but try to obtain 
a dark grey/black finish with a 
slight sheen. This can be made by 
mixing black, a /ittle white and a 
little silver paint mixed with talcum 
powder to obtain a semi matt ap- 
pearance. Light sanding with very 
fine abrasive paper helps to reproduce 


The finished model complete’ with 
brackets to the exhaust shields, foam 
rubber and tape, etc. Note the differ- 
ence in ‘tone’ between the ‘alloy’ 
sprocket and the chromed wheel. 
the final effect, but if in doubt visit 
your nearest motor-cycle dealer who 
prepares racing machines, and look 
at the Manx Norton castings. The 
brake muffs should also be painted 
this colour, do not leave them as 
chrome. The light alloy cylinder 
head was painted a light grey, again 
composed of silver paint with a lot 
of talc, to produce a rough textured 
finish — the paint should be practically 
stiff when applied to achieve this. 
Painting completed, the remainder 
of the motor unit may be assembled, 
carefully removing excess flashing 
with a sharp knife. Body putty was 
again required on the radiator to 
disguise the joint lines, and the outer 
casing painted glossy black, leaving 
the core semi-matt as moulded. 
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At this stage it was found advantage- 
ous to paint the rev. counter housing 
black (and the protruding mechanism 
silver) as this forms an ideal clamp 
for holding the frame halves together. 
Also, pick out the hose clamps in 
silver, before it is too late! 

It is as well to decide at this early 
stage whether or not the fairing is 
to be fitted—our personal feeling 
being that this item conceals far 
too much of the intersting ‘works’. 
If it is to be abandoned, remove 


the two large, non-scale, lugs; then 
clean up this area with a nail file and 
fine sandpaper. 

One aspect which caused some 
annoyance and difficulty was the 
fitting of the exhaust pipes, which if 
spotted in time could have been 
made easier. As supplied, the expan- 
sion boxes (or resonant pipes if you 
prefer) protrude at a wide, and most 
unrealistic angle from either side of 
the seat, no matter how hard one 
tries to ‘fiddle’ them, it just tain’t 
possible to get the tail pipes to lie 
closely tucked in beside the seat rails. 
The only solution is to cut slots in 
the rear of the expansion chambers 
Below left, the engine unit contrasts 
the dark grey magnesium finish and 
the ‘light alloy’ cylinder head. The 
carburettor body was painted a light 
grey. The wheels, as seen at right, are 
built in two halves to obtain the re- 
quired ‘spoke’ effect. The soft plastic 


tyres have excellent tread and section 
detail. 


with a razor saw so as to fit them 
around the frame members. Although 
decidedly non-scale it is impossible 
to see on the completed model. 
Incidentally, do not make the exhaust 
pipes flush with the ports —a slight 
gap is quite correct as on the full 
size the pipes slide over stubs on the 
ports, and are then retained by 
spring clips. This provides a certain 
amount of ‘give’ which is necessary 
to prevent the resonant forces of the 
gases from fracturing the exhaust 
system. 

When assembling the wheels (with 
the ‘magnesium’ cooling discs, not 
chrome?) check that the spoke 
lacing is correct, and not as your 
artistic judgement dictates. The rear 
wheel sprocket was painted with 
silver é€namel, as this is somewhat 
closer to the alloy component on 
the actual machine than is_ the 
vacuum deposited chrome. Polished 
alloy gleams chrome plating 
shines! The tyre supplied have a 
very good tread pattern, but have 
rather a glossy finish, which can be 
tempered to some extent by lightly 
sandpapering. 

The swinging arm is faithfully 
reproduced and is even sprung in 
the same fashion as the fullsize! 
Needless to say, when adding this 
unit to the frame, the chain would not 
be forgotten — would it? You were 
warned ... Actually, this adding of 
components to the basic unit is one 
of the most pleasing aspects of these 
fine kits — it gives one a real sense of 
building a motor cycle, not just a 
collection of pieces assembled like 
gifts on a Christmas tree. 

Having added the tank/seat units 
and with all control cables, wiring 
and tubing duplicated with the 
(rather large?) tubing supplied, what 
else may be done to improve rea- 
lism? Mainly providing the mounting 
brackets for the exhaust heat shields — 
none are shown on the model, but a 
quick glance at the photograph on 
the end of the box lid reveals this 
extraordinary error, as the large 
flanges are plainly visible.

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MUSICAL MODELLING 


Charles Woodland traces the history 


of the Violin and provi 


des unique drawings 





ON THE FACE OF IT, the violin is a 
very simple instrument. Take the 
top off and, except for the sound- 
post, it is all emptiness. To similar 
terms, the Boehm flute is all com- 
plexity — yet, — it is a simplification — 
and a valid one. In the first case, 
we have a simple looking instru- 
ment with wide facility and in the 
latter instance, is complicated con- 
struction which extends its capability 
in the simplest possible manner. 
Yet — even up to the present time, the 
violin has defied analysis; but the 
flute is fairly ‘well known’. 

A simplification is logically order 
from disorder and if wetry toapproach 
the subject in the wrong manner, 
we shall see confusion. In the end, 
we shall be left with the first ingedient 
of the varnish and a possible reason 
for the growth of trees. The violin is a 
mutation of knowledge that came 
to us from antiquity-—in other 
words, it was a departure from, or a 
severance of, links with the past. 

Let us go back to the second half 
of the fifteenth century. Although 
there are traces of ‘violin’ in earlier 
times, it was during this period that 
some of the greatest minds known 
to the world were at work. Then —a 
‘call’ from ‘La Medici’ meant that 
you had ‘arrived’ (or were about to 
depart!) — in Northern Italy at least, 


the Renaissance was really the Age of 
the Medici’s. (Tho’ a sad Leonardo 
Da Vinci reflected — they made me. . . 
but to break me’. The story of the 
violin is inseparable from the name 
and fortunes of this family — we 
might have to agree that the violin 
was actually Medici ‘property’. 

Amongst other subjects, the theory 
of sound and the structure of musical 
instruments was investigated. Ex- 
periments were carried. out, conclu- 
sions reached and the findings made 
known — albeit to be in possession 
of the select few who were receptive 
to new thinking. The high potential 
of the bowed forms would have been 
appreciated but this would have not 
necessarily lead straight to the violin. 
There were other forms, but the 
outcome was that two important 
families of instruments, the Viols 
and the Violin, went on their own 
separate ways sometime after the 
year 1500 

It is my view that the original 
intention was to provide an all- 
purpose instrument, rather like the 
guitar but played with a bow (note 
Vihuela de arco) and the principles 
of the ‘new thinking’ would give 
confidence that this could be so. 
This instrument was the Lira Da 
Braccia which is a ‘half-way-house’ 
between Viol and the Viola Da 


Braccia. (The Lira was furnished 
with lower corners only.) However, a 
little ‘easing’ of dates suggests that 
the Lira was a development from 
the Viol and the Viola Da Braccia a 
combination of the Viol and Rebec. 
It is fortunate that some actual 
examples survive. 

Two such examples (the basis of 
my drawing) are given as from the 
hands of the same maker — Giovanni 
Maria (Dalla Corna?) of Brescia, 
who, until quite recently, qualified 
for little more than mentions in the 
records. Whether or not he was the 
actual inventor of the violin, he must 
be credited (on present evidence) 
with the direction and refinement 
of the form-—the first true ‘violin 
species’. I could ask why it was that 
he used the ‘trefoil’ head when he 
had already carved the scroll form 
on a viol and the emerging violin 
forms purposely excluded other 
embellishments? However, there is 
evidence to suggest that it was 
Andrea Amati who did the actual 
‘surgery’ to separate the ‘Da Braccia’ 
into Viola and Violin. 

It now becomes almost a matter of 
sizes—or a rational approach to 
sizes in view of dispersal of informa- 
tion. The Lira Da Braccia, was 
obviously too cumbersome but 
the Viola Da Braccia, although 
more convenient, would fail as a 
Viola or a Violin —its length being 
near 15 in. In division it would be 
logical to make the Viola larger 
(3 in.) and the Violin smaller (14 in.) 
— sizes that seem to ‘ring a bell’ on 
proportion. Also, it would be 
reasonable to share out the seven 
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strings — four to the larger and three 
to the smaller—a_ three-string by 
Amati is mentioned. Violins by 
Andrea were small — around 134 in. — 
Violas were very large — near 18 in. 
Bearing in mind the modern sizes of 
14 in. and 16 in. respectively, should 
we say ‘tut, tut, Andrea — ignorance 
of Standard Specifications is no 
excuse for not abiding by them?’ 
But gwith the ’cello, was he right at 
this time? 

One thing is certain, Andrea Amati 
was not cheating his patrons by 
giving half an inch ‘short weight’ in 
the wood —a definite ‘formula’ was 
being followed leading to a dilemma 
which was to perplex even Stradivari 
- the Viola was not ‘making the grade’ 
At 18 in. it was too large and diffi- 
cult to handle and it would be 
increasingly so as further demands 
were made upon it. In these circum- 
stances, it was unlikely that the Viola 
could displace other more convenient 
types such as the appropriate ‘Da 
Gambas’. If the role of the Viola was 
not a happy one, it would give a 
reason for the Violin to assert 
itself and to become a larger and 
more powerful instrument. With the 
departure of ‘tenors’, the Viola is in 
a much happier position today -—a 
satisfying combination of quality 
with quantity. 

The distinguishing features of the 
‘violin species’ (partly shared by the 
Viols) are; — The arched and gradua- 
ted front and backs, the bass bar and 
soundpost system and the use of 
varnish as a tonal agent. Other 
features include the numbers and 
pitches of the strings, freedom from 
frets etc. It is a relatively robust 
instrument —the plates of a violin 
may be near to 3/16 in. in the centre, 
diminishing to 3/32 at the edges. 
_ Apart from the need for adequate 
strength, the reason for this gradua- 
tion is to ensure that main vibrations 
are not dissipated by secondary or 
local disturbances —not under the 
control of the performer. 

Often referred to as the ‘soul’ of 
the instrument, the soundpost is 
simply a pine dowel of appropriate 
diameter and length. In the simplest 
terms, the bass/bar/soundpost system 
serves to double the effective strength 
of the instrument on the principle 
that stresses are set up by both live 
and static loadings. It will be noted 
that one foot of the bridge is near/ 
over the soundpost and the ‘bass’ 
foot bears down on the centre of the 
bass bar. The vibrating strings 
cause the bridge to rock — with 
deeper movements on the ‘bass side’. 

It is of significance that only the 
bowed instruments —even after the 
‘new thinking’ — were finished with 
varnish. There were exceptions of 
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course — notably the piano! Tonally, 
the varnish is an imposed loading of 
the vibrating surface — the intention 
is to raise the threshold of sound 
production and to balance out 
natural inequalities. The difference 
between soft and hard varnishes is 
one of distribution where the former 
has a more local influence, the hard 
substances become extra-structural 
—a restrictive shell enclosing the 
instrument. Apart from this, the 
varnish serves to protect the vulner- 
able materials and to give an overall 
finish — enhancing the figure of the 
wood which in turn gives a pattern 
or texture to the varnish 


Colour 


The preferred foundation colour 
is light golden yellow and in some 
old instruments, this varnish has 
penetrated so deeply as to maintain 
the colour in spite of wear and tear. 
It has been said that the intention 
was to displace some of the moisture 
content of the wood —- reducing 
weight thereby. The same varnish can 
be further applied—perhaps with 
added colouring-—to complete the 
necessary coats. Sometimes a very 
thin film of intense colour is laid on 
to the yellow base, becoming ‘golden 
yellow, golden brown, etc. and on to 
red — often near black with age. As 
the model maker is not concerned 
with tonal influences, the judicious 
application of waterproof drawing 
inks could be quite effective, with 
a coat of eggshell oil varnish to 
reduce glare. A point of accuracy; 
varnish is not applied to the actual 
neck which is either left plain or 
polished. 

The edge inlay is called purfling 
and this consists of three equal lines 
—two black outer and white inner. 
The total width is only 1/16 in. and 
reduction in scale must lead to 
difficulty. Often the full width is used 
in miniature versions, but for ‘stick- 
lers’, can I suggest sawing away the 
edge form and sandwiching the inlay 
when replacing this edge — not easy — 
but possible! Volutes of scrolls are 
sometimes arrived at accidently — 
twirling paper round a pencil? With 
a more scientific approach, a fine 
form could be produced and stabil- 
ised with paste or plastic wood. 
When cutting straight-grained soft- 
woods, it is better to sandwich this 
between two veneers of even texture — 
otherwise the firm grain will decide 
the direction of the cut for you! 

Trying to sum up in the confines of 
these pages, we can note that many 
bowed instruments preceded the 
violin—in some instances by as 
much as five hundred years. The 
new thinking was initially, but only 
partially contained in the Viol—a 


classic tradition that was to survive 
for three hundred years — remaining 
with us as the Double Bass. The 
combination of Viol and Rebec was 
toward the all-purpose instruments, 
the Lira and Viola Da Braccia — 
apparently introducing the soundpost 
at this stage with as yet no need for 
the Bass Bar. This form was not 
entirely successful and we then find 
(1530) the  three-stringed Rebec 
family again, though not recognisable 
as such. 

This was the position until near 
1550 when the ‘Amati Formula’ 
four-stringed instruments were to 
emerge as a quartet. On present 
standards, this quartet consisted of 
two small violins, a Jarge viola and a 
medium ‘cello — perhaps a perfectly 
balanced family of instruments? By 
now, the Bass Bar served as a rein- 
forcement of the arched table, 
eventually to be a definite member in 
this system. 

In view of the unhappy role of the 
Viola, more attention was given to 
the violin itself by Amati and other 
makers. Already, the violin was 
even centuries ahead in ‘thinking’ 
but Stradivari ‘took another look’ 
at the ‘formula’ and carried it still 
further ahead. 

At the end of the eighteenth 
century the bow had reached near- 
perfection at the hand of Francois 
Tourte and others and by the early 
nineteenth century the power of the 
violin was increased with higher 
tension on the strings - demanding 
a stronger bass bar. However, it is 
possible that the violin was then over- 
extended as a logical process would 
include enlargement of the body — 
in fact, many French instruments 
show this inclination. Perhaps Stradi- 
vari was too far ahead with innova- 
tion? The violin as we know it has a 
symmetrical form but has an asym- 
metrical function! As such, it is 
extended to its limits and few 
craftsmen would claim to more than 
approach the Stradivari mastery. 

It would involve considerable 
study of sizes to establish the formula 
of Amati for the purpose of compari- 
son with Stradivari, but this know- 
ledge might provide another formula 
for the modern craftsman? 


Note: The instruments drawn are 
mainly based on details given in the 
Catalogue of the Hill Collection of 
Musical Instruments at fhe Ash- 
moleum Museum, Oxford. For those 
wishing to pursue this subject (and 
peer through my speculations!) I

flanges may be made from scrap 
chrome sprue, but the brackets 
themselves which are shaped around 
the frame tubes, are easiest made 
from tinplate—yes the good old 
baked bean variety! A thin strip, 
approximately 3/32 in wide, is easily 
bent and cut to shape, then glued 
(epoxy or even an impact adhesive) 
in position. Surprisingly the tinplate 
matches the ‘chrome’ very well, and 
this presents a much simpler method 
than attempting to bend sprue over 
a candle flame — we know, we tried! 

A further realistic touch is possible 
via the judicious use of foam rubber 
and black p.v.c. tape. Virtuallly all 
racing machines have their fuel tanks 
mounted on foam to prevent vibra- 
tion troubles, and this is easily

duplicated. Lay the tape onto some 
glass and cut it into narrow strips. 
Next, squeeze a small piece of foam 
between the tank and frame. then 
wrap with tape to produce the re- 
quired effect. This need not be added 
regularly. but just wherever possible — 
also separate the seat and tank with 
a wedge of foam. Tape may also be 
applied around the coils and wiring, 
as well as to anchor the crankcase 
breather pipe etc. 

The clip-on handlebars too can be 
improved in appearance. The brake 
and clutch levers are rather generously 
proportioned, and are best thinned 
with a sharp blade, file and glasspaper 
—not forgetting to emphasise the 
ball-end. This item should be 
painted silver, as it too is an alloy

Austin F.X. 


OST people associate the name 
Austin with London Taxis, the 
aia thought of probably being the 
This taxi was introduced in 1948 to 
replace the 1938-39 ‘Streamlined’ 
type and earlier vehicles, which had 
seen gallant service before and 
during the war years. The FX3 con- 
tinued in production until late 1957, 
when it was, in its turn, replaced by 
the still current FX4, after 20,000 had 
been produced. The price, in 1948, 
with petrol engine was £936. 

The FX3 carried a very attractive 
body, containing design elements 
from the Austin ‘16’ car and con- 
temporary truck ranges. The tech- 
nical specification was not startlingly 
novel, probably largely due to the 
very conservative and exacting re- 
quirements of the Public Carriage 
Office at Scotland Yard. The chassis 
was of box-section ladder-type con- 
struction, with heavy cruciform 
member reinforcement. Front and 
rear suspension was by semi-elliptic 
springs on solid axles. Tyres were 
5.75 x 16 Taxi-type. Power was 
supplied by a 2.2 litre, 4-cylinder 





fitting. The rubber grips supplied are 
also too big, and are best substituted 
with thin-wall, black surgical tubing — 
but leave at least 1/16 in. of handlebar 
end protruding to comply with full- 
size practice. 

If you really want to go to town, 
handlebar and footrests should be 
drilled out to represent the tubing 
used in these positions. Fairing 
supports too could be duplicated out 
of scrap pieces of sprue, but this 
would require patient work, and 
photographs of the original machine 
~ which for ourselves is out of the 
question, as the very latest addition 
to the range, a Vespa 125 c.c. scooter 
has just arrived, not to mention 
reports of a B.M.W. racing sidecar 
outfit now being released!

petrol engine (based on the Austin 
‘16’ engine and later used in the A70 
car and ‘LD’ commercials. 

In 2.6 litre form the engine also 
powered the A90, A95 and Austin- 
Healey 100, driving through a four- 
speed and reverse gearbox. A diesel 
version of this engine was produced 
from the early fifties and subsequently 
accounted for a large proportion of 
production (London General Cab 
Co., the largest operators in London, 
having purchased over 5,000). Some 
of the earlier petrol-engined vehicles 
were later fitted with Austin and 
Standard diesel engines, the latter 
being a 4-cylinder 2,100 c.c. Van- 
guard/Ferguson tractor engine, over 
1,000 of which were installed by 
Birch Bros. Apart from the diesel 
engine, there were few visible 
changes made to the FX3 during its 
production life. The drawings show a 
later model, earlier examples having 
semaphore-arm direction indicators, 
semi-circular rear lamps (with num- 
ber plate illumination panels) each 
side of rear number plate and a 
different shaped front sign box. Taxi- 
meters varied in type (drawing shows 
one by Bell Punch Co.) and fog 
lamps were of Lucas SFT.576 type on 
some later models than that shown in 
the drawings. 

Not all FX3s were built as taxis, 
one of the main variants being the 
Hire Car. This was built by Car- 
bodies on the taxi body shell, but 
fitted with a door at the front near- 
side, full-width front bench seat, 
chromium-plated radiator _ grille 
panels, head and side lamps (these 
had a chromium-plated rim only on 
taxis) and 6.00 x 16 tyres. A modified 
partition between cab and saloon 
was fitted, incorporating folding, 
forward-facing occasional seats. The 
taximeter and roof sign were deleted. 

The chassis of the FX3 was also 
used for other types of bodywork, in- 
cluding hearses, estate cars and vans 
(the writer having worked on some of 
these). A large number were fitted 
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with delivery van bodywork for a 
London evening newspaper, where 
their small turning circle must have 
been of great help. One chassis was 
fitted with a one-off town car body 
for a millionaire, Nubar Gulbenkian, 
at a cost of £3,000! 


The FX3, sadly, is now a thing of 
the past in London, the last one hay- 
ing been taken off the ranks in 1968. 
There are still some to be seen, how- 
ever, in private owners’ hands and in 
provincial towns, but a large number 
have been renovated and exported to 
the U.S.A. where one hopes they will 
continue to give good service.

This highly dramatic horse and rider 
animation is the work of artist, Ray 
Lamb. Doubtless you've seen it in an 
advertisement for Historex. Complex in 
workmanship, such a pose demands 
considerable patience and skill. 
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fy previous article in this series 
looked at fabricating clothing 
from plastic card. But unfortunately 
I failed to mention how the modeller 
can devise some excellent garb; 
cloaks for example, from either a fine, 





linen handkerchief or cosmetic tissue 
combined with a plastic concoction. 
For the latter you simply need to 
melt odd pieces of spruce and poly 
card kept in a small quantity of 
carbon tetrachloride in a capped 
bottle (because it will evaporate fast), 
should you intend to make use of it 
over a period of time. 

A better solution to use is a non- 
flammable solution called, ‘Inhibi- 
sol’, which is a non-toxic replace- 
ment for dangerous carbon tet. 
Manufactured by The Pentone Co. 
Ltd., of Northumberland it should 
be available at garages and electrical 
shops. Your mixture can be thick or 
thin dependent upon the quantity of

to lay one in with plastic putty. 

slight modification of the saddle was 
also demanded. 
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plastic used. In paste form it is useful 
for filling or, thin, it can be used to 
saturate cloth or tissue to produce 
cloaks, robes, etc. I suggest you make 
a small, wooden frame and lay over 
it the chosen material, saturate it 
with the solution and leave to dry. 
This will provide enough strength to 
allow you to cut out the size and 
shape you require and work it to the 
figure. Still pliable at this stage, you 
work in the necessary folds and drape, 
after which you apply a couple more 
coats of liquid for increased firmness. 
The drying time is fast and you just 
go ahead and paint or proceed with 
your next operation. 

Now let’s get down to the purpose 
of this segment of our series, the con- 
version and animation of horses. As 
a starter let me stick my head out and 
say that Historex horses are too 
narrow through the beam and need 
widening to impart the natural heft 
of the animal. The artistic rule for 
the human figure is that the head 
depth goes six times approximately 
into the body, from chin to ground. 
Likewise, a similar proportioning 
principle applies to the horse where 
slightly more than the head length 
measures into certain spans of the 
body. For example, a Historex horse 
head, excluding the ears, is generally 
in the region of 7/8th in. in length. 
Add to this measure another six- 
teenth of an inch and you'll have, in 
scale, what is recognized as the head 
length which should be the com- 
parative distance through the body 
from the back to the belly or across 
the haunches. In the latter measure- 
ment, the plastic ‘gee gee’ is too 
narrow by about 3/16th, while the 
chest width, calculated as being 
two-thirds of the head length, is 
short by 1/16th. 

Before going any further let me 
please make it quite clear that it Is 
not my design to be hypercritical or 
picayune; (Gee whiz, Bill — where 
d’you dig these expressions! — Ed.) 
but simply to point up the advantage 
of being aware of these acknow- 
ledged dimensions so that one can 
work to an accepted datum. Indeed, 
as in the human figure, forms vary, 
but basic proportions do exist and it 
will doubtless add to your under- 
standing to take a close look at Fig. 1. 

With this foundation in mind it 
will help if you wish to make ex-

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tensive changes in a horse but it also 
should be understood that the mus- 
cular changes are considerable dur- 
ing any given movement between 
standing and at the full gallop: it is, 
in fact, a study in itself, far too vast to 
be covered within the format of these 
pages. Therefore, the thought is that 
you accept a couple of technique 
suggestions from me please, and then 
search out as much pertinent in- 
formation as you can elsewhere and 
employ due skill and imagination as 
you go. 

The next obvious step is to pro- 
pose how one might deal with this 
matter of too narrow horses. As

perhaps you're aware, Historex 
horses come in a selection of num- 
bered halves with different leg po- 
sitions permitting the modeller to 
combine any given two for a par- 
ticular stance — parts 6 and 7 are the 
closest you’ll get to a full gallop in 
the range so far, but astute knifery 
can bring it about. Surgery is also 
demanded in repositioning necks and 
the grazing horse in the photograph 
required quite a bit of it as did the

mount of the Polish Lancer which 
illustrated a previous part of the 
series. However, let’s get back to in- 
creasing the width of the horses. As 
we’ve said, the haunches are 3/16th 
too narrow and it’s convenient that 
.060 in. plastic card is as close to 
1/16th as you’d hope to get. .030 in. 
is 1/32nd which lets you, with the 
minimum of trouble, laminate the 
two for half the final width require- 
ment. 

From this lamination cut two 
pieces 1} in. x } in. and cement them 
along the back line on the inside of 
each horse half and do the same thing 
along the belly line with a strip 2 in. x 
4 in. and when thoroughly dry, form 
them to back and belly as in Fig. 2. 
Following this, sand the additions, 
on a flat surface, to a wedge shape 
for a resultant 1/32nd at the front 
end and repeat with the other half. 
Now, still holding perfectly flat to 
your sanding surface, narrow it down 
towards the belly. Bringing the sides 
together the distance across the rump 
should be 13/16th in. and across the 
chest, 5/8th in., while the belly line 
should be about 1/16th on the addi- 
tion. 

Next, carve and sand the insides of 
the rear legs as in the sketch and 
round off the inner buttocks. Shave 
off all seam lines around the body and 
legs, fill in the spaces between the 
additions fore and aft and bring the 
two halves together for final cement- 
ing with tube cement. Any gaps or 
fissures can be easily filled with 
Brummer Stopping which hardens 
quickly for final cleaning up. . 

To change a head position, as for 
example, throwing it up as horses are 
wont to do, just cut almost all the 
way through from where the jaw 
bone meets the lower neck line and 
gently ease apart. With the head at 
the angle you want, fill the gap with 
wedges of .060 in. card. These pieces 
can be roughly cut because when the 
cement is dry you can better shape 
them into the neck line. To bring the 
head down fully, as in the case of the 
grazing horse, I think it best to

separate the head completely from 
the moulded neck and build a fresh 
one from .060 in. plastic card. To do 
this, laminate three lengths of card 
for a piece one and _ five-sixteenth 
inches by one half, angling one end to 
fit against the forepart of the body 
and the other to take the head which 
should be cleaned up properly from 
the ears down to the jaw bone, and 
cement all the parts together, getting 
the right angles as the cement dries. 
When dry, the neck can be filled out 
with Brummer Stopping and rounded 
off. To introduce muscles on the sides 
of the neck, mark a shallow line from 
head to shoulders and then delicately 
round it out on either side. Here

again the study of suitable photo- 
graphs or drawings will indicate what 
is needed for the desired effect. 

Well, there you have it, for another 
sitting, and doubtless there are many 
who may say I haven’t told a great 
deal. Nonetheless, I repeat, the horse 
is a study in itself and could not, by 
any means, be fully treated within the 
bounds of the space available. So it’s 
all down to your own resourcefulness 
and imagination again. But there'll 
be quite a few long, winter nights yet, 
and during the course of them you 
may well come to terms with the 
problem. Next month I think we’ll 
consider horse furniture, so until 
then, happy slashing! 
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S would be expected of the 
Germans, the formation signs 
adopted for use on their vehicles 
were simple yet efficient: of the first 
19 Panzer Divisions 15 were identi- 
fied by variants of the letters X and 
Y! Such signs were easy to paint on 
vehicles and they normally appeared 
on front, rear and both sides, usually 
on any convenient flat surface, 
sometimes in white but more often 
in yellow. As with other countries, 
camouflage on occasion dictated the 
colour and in Russia many of the 
signs were in black. Command 
vehicles bore their emblems on the 
front left wing. (Fig. 1.)

For the invasion of Poland all 
vehicles were marked with a solid 
white cross on front, rear and both 
sides, either on tank turret or vehicle 
body. (Fig. 2a.) This gave very fast 
identification of nationality but all 
too often the cross also served as an 
aiming point for enemy gunners and 
early in 1940 the centre of the cross 
was painted out. (Fig. 2b.) At the 
same time it ceased to appear on the 
front of vehicles. For the invasion of 
France the familiar black cross with 
white border was instituted (Fig. 2c) 
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The red flag of Nazi Germany, with 
white circle and Swastika in black, 
made a very good emblem for aerial 
recognition and was often used during 
the invasions of France and Russia 
(R.A.C. Tank Museum photo). 

troop. Tank 413 would, therefore, be 
the 3rd tank of the Ist troop of the 
4th squadron of the Ist battalion. 
(The four squadrons of the Ist bat- 
talion were numbered 1-4, those of 
the 2nd battalion 5—8. Thus the same 
tank in the 2nd battalion would have 
been 813.) These numbers were 
carried on the rear of turrets as 
mentioned but often only the last 
one or two digits would be painted 
on the turret sides. During 1940 the 
colour was changed to red with white 
edging. Later in the war this was 
changed again to black with white 
edging, although there were still 
variants. (During 1941 in Russia, red 
numbers sometimes appeared with 
buff edging.) 

I PANZER DIVISION (Initially 
this Division used the inverted Y 
symbol but it adopted the white oak 
leaf for Operation Zitadelle. The 
oak leaf is illustrated here as 
black with white veins. I Panzer 
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although both styles remained in 
common use, even the solid white 
cross reappearing as late as autumn 
1941 in Russia. The swastika was 
also employed as an_ identifying 
device, black on a _ white circle, 
appearing on the rear of vehicles or 
on engine decks for air recognition. 
(Flags were sometimes tied on turret 
tops for the same purpose.) To speed 
up identification during Operation 
Barbarossa, the tanks of Guderian’s 
Panzergruppe II were marked with a 
white G, those of von Kleist’s 
Panzergruppe I with a white K. 

At the beginning of the war 
German tanks had no turret num- 
bers (except those used for parade 
purposes) but in September 1940 a 
turret numbering system was intro- 
duced, the numbers being painted in 
white on a black lozenge on the 
sides and rear of turrets. The system 
was based on the use of three figures, 
the Ist—squadron number, 2nd — 
troop number and 3rd — position in

Division was formed in 1935 and 
was to the fore throughout the war. 
On September Ist, 1939, it advanced 
on Warsaw and entered the city on 
the 11th. In May 1940 it was part of 
Guderian’s XIX Panzer Korps that 
outflanked the French 9th Army. 
The Division was in Panzergruppe 
IV for the invasion of Russia and in 
the drive to Leningrad captured 
Ostrov, holding it against counter 
attacks and accounting for 140 
Soviet tanks. During the winter of 
1941 the Division participated in the 


battle for Moscow.

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Il PANZER DIVISION (Inverted 
yellow Y with a vertical bar. HI and 
IV Pz Divs. used the same symbol 
with two and three bars respectively.) 
Also formed in 1935, this famous 
Division took part in the invasion of 
Poland and was also in the XIX 
Panzer Korps for the invasion of 
France, capturing Boulogne and 
6,000 prisoners. In February 1941 
the Division entered Sofia, Bulgaria, 
just as that country signed a pact 
with Germany. It was part of XVIII 
Mountain Corps for the invasion of 
Greece that spring and with XXX 
Korps made a classic pincer move- 
ment to penetrate the Metaxas Line 
and cut off the Greek Army in 
Eastern Macedonia. When Opera- 
tion Barbarossa was launched the 
Division was with Army Group 
Centre, taking part in the battles for 
Minsk, Smolensk and Moscow, 
where it reached the suburbs of the 
city before being ordered to withdraw. 
For the defence of Europe the II 
came under XV Army and was 
stationed between Boulogne and 
Dieppe. It fought the Allies all the 
way from Normandy to Germany, 
playing an important role in the 
Ardennes offensive when it advanced 
further than any other unit and was 
only four miles from the Meuse when 
halted. The Division was finally 
defeated after a two-day battle and 
lost 900 dead, 40 tanks and 1,100 men 
taken prisoner. 
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VI PANZER DIVISION (Two yel- 
low Xs. V Pz Div. used one X.) This 
Division came under Rommel for the 
invasion of France and in XLI 
Panzer Korps of Panzergruppe IV, 
took part in the invasion of Russia. 
The Division fought its way towards 
Leningrad, annihilating the Soviet 
2nd Armoured Division of 200 tanks, 
and took part in the seige that fol- 
lowed. It was at the battles round 
Vyazma that autumn and the battle 
for Moscow that winter. In the winter 
of 1943 the Division, with XXIII 
Panzer Division, came under LVII 
Panzer Korps of IV Panzer Army 
and played a major part in the un- 
successful attempt to relieve VI 
Army at Stalingrad. 


VII PANZER DIVISION (Yellow 
Y. VIII, [IX and X Pz Divs. used the 
same symbol with one, two and 
three vertical bars respectively.) 
During the invasion of France the 
Division crossed the Meuse at Dinant 
after heavy fighting. With Army 
Group North it advanced on Lenin- 
grad in the summer of 1941. Part of 


IV Panzergruppe, it captured two 
bridges over the Dvina in the be- 
ginning of the campaign, speeding 
up the advance considerably. It was 
at the battle around Vyazma in 
September—October and Moscow 
that winter, being halted at the 
Moscow-Volga canal. Transferred 
to Europe, the Division moved into 
Vichy France in November 1942 
following the Allied landings in 
North Africa. 





X PANZER DIVISION (Yellow Y 
with three vertical bars.) Part of 
Guderian’s XIX Panzer Korps for 
the invasion of France, this Division 
later captured Calais in two days. 
With Army Group Centre it ad- 
vanced on Moscow during the sum- 
mer of 1941 and, under XLVI 
Panzer Korps, participated in the 
battles round Orel and Bryansk that 
autumn. In August 1942 the Division 
was near Dieppe when the Canadians 
landed, but played no part in the 
action. It moved into Vichy France 
in October 1942 and in Tunisia in 
December struck the first counter 
blow to Operation Torch, foiling the 
Allies’ attempt to take Bizerta and 
Tunis. In February 1943 the Division 
inflicted heavy losses on the green 
U.S. Ist Armoured Division. Under 
Rommel, at the Mareth Line the 
following month, the Division was 
repulsed in an attack on Medenine 
and, in April, was defeated at Gabes. 





XII PANZER DIVISION (Yellow Y 
inside circle.) As part of II Army this 
Division invaded Yugoslavia at dawn 
on April 10th, 1941 and, by nightfall, 
had captured Zagreb and _ 15,000 
prisoners. As the spearhead of Army 
Group North for the invasion of 
Russia, the Division reached the out- 
skirts of Leningrad, but was com- 
pelled to halt owing to insufficient 
support. In the autumn of 1942 the 
A Mark Ill tank of the Ist Troop, 4th 
Squadron, ‘1st Battalion in the 2nd 
Panzer Division.

Division moved east of Leningrad to 
Sinyavino to resist Soviet attempts to 
raise the seige. The attempts failed 
but losses were so heavy that the 
Group made no further aggressive 
contributions to the campaign. 





XIII PANZER DIVISION (Yellow 
cross inside a circle.) The Division 
was with Army Group South for 
Operation Barbarossa and in von 
Kleist’s Panzergruppe I smashed 
through the Soviet frontier forces. It 
helped trap four Soviet armies at 
Likhvitsa, capture Kharkov and 
Rostov but by the end of 1941 was 
forced on to the defensive and halted. 


XIV PANZER DIVISION (Yellow 
irregular diamond with bottom sides 
extended.) Part of Panzergruppe I 
for the drive to Kiev in the summer of 
1941, the Division took part in the 
same battles as XIII Panzer Division. 
In the late summer and winter of 
1942 it was with the forces that tried 
unsuccessfully to take Stalingrad. 


XVII PANZER DIVISION (Yellow 
Y with two horizontal bars. XVI and 
XVIII Pz Divs. had one and three 
horizontal bars respectively.) This 
Division advanced into Russia with 
XLVII Panzer Korps and played a 
part in the battles of Vyazma and 
Bryansk and the battle for Moscow. 
It was chosen to lead the advance on 
Moscow and reached Kashira where 
it held out for two days although 
attacked on all sides. When no aid 
was forthcoming, the Division had to 
be withdrawn. When the Soviet 
counter offensive began, the Division 
was heavily defeated and abandoned 
much equipment in its retreat. Later, 
it was under General Hoth for the 
attempt to relieve Stalingrad. The 





Division joined IV Panzer Army in 
December 1943 and took part in the 
defensive battles that followed. 


XIX PANZER DIVISION (Yellow 
stylised Z with cross bar.) The 
Division served mostly in the Russian 
theatre, taking part in the drive to 
Moscow and battles that followed, 
but in 1944 it appeared under the 
command of 88th Korps in a very 
bedraggled state as the Panzer 
Division responsible for covering 
Rotterdam and Antwerp in the event 
of the Allied invasion. Later it played 
a very active and decisive part in the 
suppression of the Warsaw uprising 
from August to October 1944.

years, ending with the Swedish ‘S’ 
tank and the American Sheridan and 
British Chieftain. A most useful cut- 
away drawing is provided for the latter, 
and there are also illustrations of the 
ammunition and bagged charges for 
the Chieftain gun, with an explanation 
as to the different uses and purposes 
of HESH and APDS projectiles.

This 80-page volume gives details of 
the development of German Armour up 
to 1945, together with a most useful 
nomenclature of German tanks and 
AFV's, and a glossary of German terms 
with the English equivalents. Photo- 
tank and the American Sheridan and 
graphically this book is_ excellent 
value for money, with such rarities as 
Panzerkraftwagen, Daimler’s armoured 
car of 1915; also the Erhardt 1917 car, 
through the pre- and WW.II period, of 
half and fully tracked weapons, tanks, 
S.P. guns, and captured equipment 
converted for German use and armoured 
cars of many varieties.

OF NEW PRODUCTS

A MAGNIFICENT companion to 
the Tamiya kit of the Tiger / is that 
for the Russian T.34/85 tank in 
1/25 scale. Motorised, this kit is 
imported by Richard Kohnstam 
Ltd., and sells at 79s. lld., and a 
remote-controlled version of this 
model is expected to be introduced 
a little later this year. 

The T.34 series of tanks were to 
become regarded as the finest AF V 
introduced by the Russians during 
W.W.II, and the /85 version as 
represented by the kit model, first 
saw combat in the big tank battles 
of 1944, where it proved superior 
to most of the German armour 
on the Eastern Front. The model 
is undoubtedly the most accurate, 
yet offered in any scale, and Tamiya 
have once again set themselves a 
new standard of workmanship and 
detail which will be difficult to 
excel! 

Assembly follows the now fami- 
liar methods with a one-piece hull / 
chassis, into which fits the trailing 
arm suspension units. These are 
locked into place with small spring 
clips and slots in the sides of the 
hull preventing anything other than 
scale ‘travel’. When ‘motoring’ 
under its own power, the model 





looks most realistic and the per- 
formance is quite exceptional, par- 
ticularly in climbing quite steep 
inclines. 

One must, however, take great 
care when assembling the front 
(driving) axle as the forward drive 
wheel on the T.34’s was set some- 
what higher in the hull than the 
main wheels, and to obtain this 
effect, one is advised to push the axle 
and motor mount — which is a one- 
piece unit—as high as_ possible 
into the slots provided. This situa- 
tion is not necessary with the rear- 
most bogeys as they are automatic- 
ally correctly aligned via prepared 
ee through which the rear axle 
its. 

The upper hull is, of course, a 
separate detachable piece, held in 
place by a screw and interlocking 
clips on the two main hull/deck 
components, again scale accuracy 
is not impaired by this feature 
(which is necessary to enable one 
to change batteries, etc.), and the 
joint line between the hull and 
decking is virtually indistinguish- 
able, even from very close ex- 
amination. 

The turret is a superb example 
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Track linkages are supplied in indivi- 
dual pieces, which, when assembled, 


- leaves sufficient to provide the extra 


links carried on the front glacis plate. 


of the tool and pattern maker’s 
art, and follows the exact curva- 
tures and ‘welded seam’ assembly 
of the original. The gun is mounted 
in such a manner that scale move- 
ment is possible, and the turret 
will traverse in either direction. 
The driver’s hatch is operable, as 
are those of the commander and 
gunner positions. However, the 
driver’s large hatch may be left 
closed with the two smaller ‘eye- 
lids’ raised. 

If this layout is adopted, then 
cement a piece of clear plastic 
behind the smaller eye-pieces to 
represent armoured glass. Similarly, 
clear strips could be trimmed and 
cemented into the periscope covers 
on the turret top. The headlight is 
neatly detailed, but we were a 
little surprised to find that no clear 
plastic ‘glass front’ was provided. 
On our model, we painted the 
supposedly glazed area dirty cream 
to represent slightly dusted glass. 
The wiring for the ‘light’ is very 
cleverly reproduced and fits through 
the back of the light hood, across 
into the socket (as on the real 
tank), in the edge of the main 
bodywork. 

Hatches may, of course, be left 
open or shut to choice, an excel- 
lent Commander figure is provided, 
although he is rather too bulky to 
fit comfortably into his hatch. One 
can rectify this by reducing his 


Patriotic slogans on the turret are 
hand painted, alternatively one may use 
the decals provided in the kit. 
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girth somewhat, as this is partly 
hidden by the ‘open’ half-hatch 
cover. 

External hull fittings include the 
tool boxes and large spare fuel 
containers—one could make the 
tool boxes in the ‘open’ or shut 
position, adding a few pieces of 
typical tank equipment made from 
scrap sprue, etc. The ‘wire’ tow 
ropes are also well moulded, as are 
the individual grab rails alongside 
the hull decking and the turret. 
The bow-mounted machine gun is 
movable, being held in place by a 
small spring. 

A lot of careful thought has gone 
into the design and production of 
this kit, and the appearance of the 
model is set off by near-perfect 
replica of scale track links. As with 
the Tiger kit, these are in a soft 
plastic which is moulded in a ‘steel’ 
colour, and they are much easier to 
interlock than those in some of the 
older tank kits. Sufficient track is 
provided to ensure that one has 
the choice of a slack or taut track, 
still leaving sufficient links to ce- 
ment in place across the front 
glacier plates, as additional ‘ar- 
mour’. 

The instruction sheet is only 
slightly less detailed than that for 
the Tiger kit, and includes a his- 
tory of the Russian tanks up to 
and including the T-34 series, and 
the assembly is quite straightfor- 
ward, aided by the very clear draw- 
ings and guiding text. 

Colour and markings on Rus- 
sian A.F.V.’s are still somewhat 
shrouded in mystery — various spec- 
ialists seeming to disagree with 
regards to turret markings, etc. — 
but using the article by S. Hider 
on this subject in Scale Models 
Vol. I No. 1 issue, together with 
the complementary information on 
the kit instructions, a very accept- 
able representative finish results. 
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The decals are very good; 
they include U.A.R. and Polish 
Forces insignia, together with 
several Russian W.W.II — unit 


and turret markings. A very neat 
innovation on this set is the in- 
clusion of several examples of the 
painted slogans that one occasion- 
ally sees adorning turrets and hulls 
of Russian armour, such as (in 
Russian script) ‘Long Live the 
Mother Country’ and ‘For Mother 
Russia’. It is unfortunate that al- 
though of a supposed matt finish, 
the backing varnish on these de- 
cals dries glossy, thus looking 
totally out of place, and should be 
matt. For this reason, we hand- 
painted the slogans on our kit 
model, using the style on the decal 
sheet as a guide. 

The consistent high standards 
achieved by Tamiya with their ar- 
mour kits is second to none, and 
we look forward to many further 
new additions to the range in 1970. 
Dare we hope that we may see, per- 
haps, a few kits of armoured cars 
as well as tanks? The German 
Sd.Kfz.231 | 232/233 (8 rad) vehicles 
would make magnificent subjects,

as would a 1/35 scale Tank Trans- 
porter —an ideal display model in 
its own right or as a ‘stand’ for 
other Tamiya kits? 

The AIRFIX range of Series 2 
1/32 scale car kits have always 
been very popular among both 
those seeking a _ representative 
range of cars in static kit/display 
form or among slot-car racers who 
utilise the bodies from such kits, 
together with other components for 
competitive scale racing in minia- 
ture —and at their remarkably low 
prices these kits are excellent value 
for money. 

Two newcomers to the range are 
now on general release and we 
hope to illustrate these in our next 
issue — made up in slightly modified 
form. The first of these is the Ford 
Escort Saloon which faithfully cap- 
tures the styling and lines of the 
original. The kit includes a one- 
piece transparency which fits in- 
side the bodywork, thereby pro- 
viding all eight ‘windows’ on a 
one-piece unit—that provided in 
our kit suffered slight scratching 
and we polished these out by 
buffing with toothpaste and then 
swilling the part in warm water to 
which a few drops of washing-up 
liquid had been added — this really 
does make the ‘glass’ sparkle and 
also successfully removed all traces 
of surface damage. 

The headlights, indicating flashers 
and stop lights are all in similar

Corrigenda 


The date of the changeover to 
Dark-Sand-Yellow as an_ overall 
finish for German A.F.V’s as dis- 
cussed in Bob Jones’ feature on the 
Tamiya Panther V model was given 
as being December 18th 1945. This 
should have read, and must be 
corrected to read, December 18th 
1942. As an addition to Bob’s 
earlier remarks he would also add 
that other sources of reference 
quote this change of external sur- 
face finish as being operative from 
19th February 1943, while others 
quote various dates between Decem- 
ber 1942 and March 1943. Various 
German sources, including workers 
from the Porsche factories and 
other wartime German armaments 
manufacturers are adamant that 
the Dark-Sand-Yellow was _ used 
prior to Christmas 1942 —it is quite 
possible that various factories en- 
forced this change after existing 
stocks of the earlier colours were 
exhausted, as even at that date 
there was a_ shortage of raw 
materials for paints and similar 
materials, hence ‘waste not want 
not’ was very much the order of 
the day. Also if one takes into 
account obvious delays between 
the origination of the order and 
the date(s) copies were received by 
the various units in the field it is 
not inconceivable that a period of 
two or more months passed before 
all those involved knew of or were 
able to amend these changes.

Miniature Figures — 
Prairial System 
reviewed by Bill Hearne 


Another line of European model 
soldiers has recently made its 
appearance on the British market 
and could well present a challenge 
to the notable line of Historex. 
Again a product of France, they 
invade our shores under the banner 
of the Prairial System, to a scale of 
1/32nd. or the popular 54mm. 
Unlike its immediate competitor, 
Historex, this manufacturer would 
appear to have kicked-off with 
sights set on the English speaking 
customer in that packaging and 
instructions come with both French 
and English text so that we’re firmly 
advised from the word go. The 
individual kits are attractively boxed 
and comprise a _ clear sheet of 
instructions, the kit elements on 


sprue frames and a full colour sheet 
measuring 104in. x 74in. which 
leave one in no doubt as to what 
tones the completed figure should 
have: a worthy departure that could 
well encourage a whole new gang of 
devotees to the hobby. 





The sample kit which I put 
together, straightforwardly from the 
box, was a figure of The Duke of 
Wellington and I must say that, all 
things considered, it made up into 
quite an interesting little cameo. 
However the finished article does 
have a somewhat ‘spindly’ look about 
it. This might be due to the fact that 
I didn’t have time to slap on a bit of 
paint which, naturally, would have 
given it more substance. The parts 
came together reasonably well after 
a little shaving here and there to 
reduce the gauge of, for example, 
the coat tails where they joined the 
waist. The Duke’s back had a 
moulding dimple in it between the 
shoulder blades but was nothing to 
get too excited about. One thing 
which I particularly didn’t like and 
for which I could see no need, was 
that the breeches area of the legs, 
moulded ina piece, were separate 
from the calf high, Hessian or, if you 
prefer, Hussar boots. Bringing them 
together resulted in an untidy little

join which, in my opinion, need not 
have been and which was respon- 
sible for throwing the entire figure 
off balance. I was not too happy 
about the over-all proportions of the 
model, but I cannot help feeling this is 
something which many miniature 
enthusiasts would easily overlook. 
Little flash was evident and there 
tended to be a lack of crispness in 
the moulding, while the head of the 
model I assembled bore an unsightly 
mould breather mark on the back. 

Discrepancies do appear to occur 
in the kits and purchasers are 
advised to check carefully the parts 
to see if they tally with the assembly 
sheet. Minor items were missing 
in the kit I put together: the emblem 
intended for the side of the bicorne 
hat, separate spurs and the medallion 
indicated for the left breast was 
illustrated as separate but was 
moulded in the coat front. Swords, 
both sheathed and otherwise, were 
not quite as delicately moulded as 
those of Historex but something 
which a little neat knife work could 
overcome. In my possession were 
two, individually packaged, Dukes 
of Wellington. One box was marked, 
‘D2 — Studying Plans of the Battle’. 
The second, ‘Cl— His Hat Under 
His Arm’. But there was no difference 
in the contents of either box: or at 
least if there was it certainly escaped 
my notice. 

Another Prairial kit which came 
my way was that of a 42nd Foot 
Highlander which would have de- 
lighted me to assemble but un- 
fortunately the front of the tunic was 
completely foreign to the rest of the 
kit. Nonetheless a standout aspect 
of this kit was its colour sheet which 
bore both sides of the standard to 
scale plus, the drum decorations. 
Space doesn’t permit me to list the

varied kits of the 42nd alone but 
there are eight variations which is, 
I suspect, sufficient variety for most 
collectors. 

There are many good things about 
these kits of Prairial that the com- 
petition would do well to consider. 
I like the idea of hands separate 
from the arms and those of the 
Highlander actually have the fingers 
distinctly apart. I would, however, 
like to see them with a stub of 
wrist which would allow the sleeve 
cuff to be drilled out for its insertion. 
The fact that the heads are on a 
stalk of neck appeals to me and are 
not restricted by a moulded collar as 
are those of Historex. I think that 
the torso supplied in two parts: 
back and front, is also good and 
when cemented together have a well 
into which the neck is inserted. 
Also on the credit side is the delight- 
ful little stand for the completed 
model. 

I trust that Iwill not be taken issue 
with because of my frequent com- 
parison of the Prairial System with 
Historex but frankly at this stage of 
the game I have no other comparison 
area in the plastic field from which 
to draw. It is distressing to me 
(me too, Ed.) that in spite of the fact 
that this country is largely the domain 
of the /ead soldier, that no domestic 
manufacturer has seen the obvious 
market that exists for plastic kit 
military miniatures in the highly 
popular 1/32nd or 1/30th scale and 
that we must continue to look 
overseas for this facet of craftsman- 
ship. 

Finally I have a _ puzzlement. 
Prairial sell as 54mm. figures, like- 
wise Historex. However, there is an 
obvious difference in size between 
the two. Therefore, would the true 
54mm. please stand up? I suspect 
it to be those of Prairial.

Cast miniatures 


One of the most rapidly expanding 
aspects of scale modelling within 
the trade is that of Miniature 
Figure collecting. The odd thing 
about this boom is that it is un- 
heralded and so well concealed 
that we might venture to forecast 
seventy-five per cent of our readers 
are blasting forth disbelief as they 
scan this very statement of simple 
fact. Just ask those who are casting 
the models and having the pleasure 
of selling them! Now, it is not our 
job to usurp the good work done 
by Don Featherstone and his War- 
gamers’ Newsletter, a fine 28-page 
monthly approaching its hundredth 
issue, and which has fostered this 
branch of modelling so effectively. 
But we have arrived at the stage 
where we can no longer avert our 
attention from a hobby which is 
fascinating for its constructional 
challenge and absorbing for the 
tactical ploy to which the smaller 
scale miniatures are put. 

In brief, the figures come in 
20 mm., 30 mm. and 54 mm. scale. 


These dimensions are for the height

54 mm. as 1/32nd scale, the tank 
and other AFV modeller will 
readily appreciate the value of the 
larger scale ‘Collector’ figure size.
